THE NEW TREATY. 


L 


ORD PAUNCEFOTE, the British Ambassador 


his brought over the new Nicaragua treaty, 


which will be presented to the Senate this winter for 
ratification. The principal points in the new treaty 
are these: 


The complete and unreserved abrogation of the 


Clayton-Bui wer treaU 


The waiving by Great Britain of any participa- 


tion in control of an ithmian canal, if one be con 
structed by the United States 
The canal to be 


open in times of peace on equal terras to the vessels 
of all nations. 


The neutrality of the canal is guaranteed alone 


by the United States, no guarantee from any other 
maritime power being asked or required, although 
Great Britain by inference becomes a guarantor of 
neutrality by reason of being a party signatory to 
the treaty. 


The United States reserves the right in the 


event of war to take any and all necessary steps 
for the adequate protection of the canal. 


Thus it will be seen that the important objec 


tions to the former treaty have been removed. The 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty is abrogated for all time. 
The United States has the right to fortify the canal 
if it chooses. It is authorized to take possession of 
the canal in time of war, and is not required to turn 
its property over to the nations of the world to 
guarantee its neutrality. The canal will of course 
be neutral, as it should be, and open to vessels of 
all nations, but as it \\ ill be a military as well as a 
commercial entcrprize, this country will have what 
military advantages that accrue from its construc- 
tion. 


From an American standpoint, we can discern 


no objection to the treaty so far as we can learn 
from such published portions as have come under 
our notice.
